This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

Species I. Is directed towards measuring energy as disclosed with respect to Page 9 
lines 1-8 of the specification and figure 1. 

Species II. Is directed towards measuring sonic energy as disclosed with respect to Page 
10 lines 19-21 and Page 13 lines 3-7 of the specification. 

Species III. Is directed towards an ultrasound testing system as disclosed with respect to 
Page 15 lines 9-14 of the specification and figure 3. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, claimsl and 41 are deemed generic.
